Sweeps Old

| Fire which lighted up the sky 
throughout the loop this morning 
threatened the Franklin MacVeagh 
wholesale grocery. It was believed at 
3 o’clock that the flames were suffi- 
ciently under control to insure the 
safety of the MacVeagh building. The 
loss was $250,000. 

The fire started in the four ,story 
building at 323-325 West Lake street. 
The first floor is occupied by the Crown 
Fuel Savings company, the second

SAYS U. S. FACES 
2 BILLION LOSS 
IN SHIPBUILDING 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Spe-| 
cial. ]—That the government will suffer 
a loss of fully 50 per cent in the value 
of its ships was asserted in the house 
today by Representative Sherley, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee, 
in defending the item of $660,000.000 
for the shipping board and Emergency 
Fleet corporation in the sundry civil 
appropriation bill. 

Mr. Sherley said that while the in- 
vestment when the shipping program 
is completed will be nearly $4,000,000,- 
000, the actual value of the ships will 
not be more than $2,000,000,000. : 

“That there has been great ex- 
travagance and waste in many par- 
ticulars, I haven't the slightest doubt,” 
Mr. Sherley said. 
costs could be reduced, opinions differ. 
From the standpoint of economy, the 
program wouldn’t have been justified. 
The only justification was the great; 
need for many ships at a period when 
it was feared the war would be lost 
because of a lack of ships.

Replying to Representative Graham 
of Illinois, Mr. Sherley admitted it was 
costing a great deal more to build 
ships than it does in Europe, and said 
he doubted whether we could compete 
with foreign nations in a highly com- 
petitive market.

The county’s bonded indebtedness is 
only $9,715,000, so that the increase is 
comparatively small. Besides the com- 
missioners believe there is urgent need 
for the structures. All of the board 
voted in favor of them, except Com- 
missioner Miller, who passed. He pro- 
tested against the practice of submit- 
ting bond issues so short a time before 
an election, and he also deemed it ad- 
visable to erect a new home for juve 
niles.

Condition of Treasury. 

Discussing the present condition of 
the treasury, the report said: 

“At the present time our expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1919, are estimated to be at least $19,- 
000,000,000, and our estimated receipts 
$14,000,000,000, divided as follows: 

“Fourth Liberty loan, $7,000,000,000; 
war savings certificates, $1,000,000,000, 

‘and taxes, $6,000,000,000, thus leaving 
a deficit of $5,000,000,000, which, it is 
contemplated, will be met fronr the sale 
of the notes provided for in section 1 
of this. bill. 

“Of course, there are $5, 000, 000,000 

of bonds authorized under existing law 
and available to be issued, but it is the 
opinion of your committee that these 
- bonds could not be sold now under the 
terms of their authorization. The treas- 
ury concurs in this view, and -has no 
intention of trying to sell these bonds 
now. The treasury and your committee 
believe that out of abundance of cau- 
tion we should authorize the issue of 
$7,000,000,000 of notes, since the excess 
over $5,000,000,000 will doubtless be re- 
quired early in the next fiscal year.”

“The absent voters’ law in its pres- 
ent loose form,” says a bulletin issued 
by the Citizens’ association last night, 
“offers an opportunity for wholesale 
fraudulent voting in precincts which 
have a constantly changing population.

Sudden Upturn to Seven

New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The

How can the forces thus responsi- | 


ble be so understood and utilized as 
to insure even greater progress in 
the future than in the pastP 


Large-scale production has been con- 
spicuous in America. The manufac- 


ture of commodities in vast quantities | 


and at a reduction in cost, brought 


them within the financial reach of a 


greatly increased number of people. 
Applied to transportation, the same 
large-scale operations brought all the 
markets of the nation within the man- 
ufacturers’ reach. 


From 1860 to 1917 the population 
of the United States increased from 
31,000,000 to 103,000,000. Manufac- 


turing increased enormously. During 
the period of industrial expansion fol- 
lowing the Civil War, it was necessary 
to do little more than make products 
and transport them to the centers of 
population in order to dispose of them 
at a good profit. Business concerned 
itself primarily with fhimance and pro- 
duction, 


Expansion Checked 


But by the time this period had reached its height, 
conditions had changed. The expansion of the 


markets was not keeping pace with the possible | 
expansion of manufacturing. And not even the natu- 
.ral increase in population, though augmented by 


immigration, could keep up with the factory output. 
Supply became greater than demand. Business was 


_ checked, not by the lack ofa potential market, but by 


the right means to develop it. 


And so manufacturers began, in the latter part of 
the century, to apply themselves to the problem of 
large-scale selling. 


As business first applied itself to finance and pro- 
duction, improvements in both these phases of it 


came more rapidly than in selling. Uptothis time 


the machinery for selling, with few exceptions, con- 


sisted of salesmen, jobbersand retailers. Beyond the

retailer the manufacturer had no means of carrying 
the advantages of his product to the consumer. The 


retailer, on the other hand, could individually do 
almost nothing in the way of educating the public. 
He did not have the facilities, nor did the sale of

educational work. 


To increase consumption the consumer had to be 
reached. In proportion as standards of living could 
‘be raised, markets for existing commodities could be 
extended. And a sale for new commodities could 
be established as soon as their advantages were vunder- !
